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Sidewalk Photograph 
Helps Solve Murder Case 

Not many days ago, says a Chicago 
Daily News dispatch from London, Scot' 
land Yard Inspector Rawlings walked up 
to a crowd of people who were waiting 
for a bus in Dalston Junction and tapped 
a shoddy 'looking man on the shoulder. 

“I believe your name is Stratford,” he 
said. 'Tlease come along.” 

The same evening the same detective 
inspector wandered into a cheap board' 
ing house and arrested a girl named 
Mary Flynn. The two confessed they 
were guilty of one of the most baffling 
murders in recent \ears. 

Clews were scarce when police discov' 
ered the body of Mrs. Ada Fortescue in 
her Shepherd’s Bush home August 14, 
but they learned of a mysterious couple 
who had lived with Mrs. Fortescue up to 
the time of her death, and found finger 
prints on her rifled handbag that corre' 
sponded to those left in the room occu' 
pied by these two persons. Then a smart 
plain'clothes man noticed a sidewalk 
photographer snapping pictures of pedes' 
trians near the Fortescue house. That 
night all pictures he had taken for the 
past week — a total of 1 ,600 — were 
developed and printed and shown to the 
neighbors. Several recogni 2 ;ed the myste' 
rious couple in one of the pictures and 
copies of this photograph were distrib' 
uted immediately to all London deteC' 
tives. Inspector Rawlings’ “camera eye” 
enabled him to make. the arrests of Strat' 
ford and Mary Flynn. 

Pictures of every passerby in this 
world have been taken, developed and 
distributed, so that everyone who is 
guilty of any crime can be recognized 
and apprehended. These pictures appear 
in Scripture. There is one in the first 
chapter of Romans, another in the third 
chapter. They are not flattering. 

The one in Romans 3: 10' 18 looks 
like this: “There is none righteous, no, 
not one: there is none that understand' 
eth, there is none that seeketh after God. 
They are all gone out of the way, they 
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are together become unprofitable; there 
is none that doeth good, no, not one. 
Their throat is an open sepulchre; with 
their tongues they have used deceit; the 
poison of asps is under their lips; whose 
mouth is full of cursing and bitterness: 
their feet are swift to shed blood: de' 
struction and misery are in their ways: 
and the way of peace have they not 
known: there is no fear of God before 
their eyes,” 

That one is a composite picture of 
mankind — a picture that is true of 
every individual in the world by nature, 
for the inerrant God is the photographer. 
Yet comparatively few people recognize 
this as their picture, because they carry 
about with them one of Satan’s re' 
touches. 

Satan’s retouched photograph smooths 
out the wrinkles, eliminates the worst 
marks of sins, covers over the blemishes. 
It looks about like this: “You may nOt 
be perfect, but who is? You're not so 
bad. You’ve got as good a chance of gO' 
ing to heaven as the next one. Surely a 
loving God wouldn’t think of sending 
you to hell. You just do the best you can 
and you’ll come out all right in the end.” 
They like this picture better than God’s 
honest photograph. 

The Holy Spirit is God’s detective. He 
convinces the world of sin, and of right' 
eousness, and of judgment. As Detective 
Rawlings tapped his man on the shouL 
der, so the Holy Spirit lays His hand on 
individual sinners one by one and says: 
’’Thou art the man. That’s your pic' 
ture.” 

But it is not to hail the sinner before 
the bar of God's perfect justice that He 
does this, that the culprit might be con' 
demned and committed to everlasting 
punishment. No, it is to lead him t^o con' 
fess his sin, acknowledging his unfitness 
for presence with a holy God. When the 
sinner does that, the Holy Spirit through 
the Scripture points him to the Lord 
Jesus Christ dying on Calvary’s cross in 
his stead, the Just for the unjust, the 
Spotless for the sin 'Stained, God for the 
ungodly. “For God sent not His Son into 


the world to condemn the world; but 
that the world through Him might be 
saved.” (John 3: 17). 

The Holy Spirit through the Word of 
God offers the guilty one pardon for 
every sin, cleansing in the precious shed 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ, and jus' 
tification. But how does the sinner take 
this gift of God? How does he make it 
his? By simple, child like trust (reliance, 
confidence) in the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
bore the full penalty for the sinner and 
God evidenced that every claim of jus' 
tice had been met when He raised Him 
from the dead. To all whom the Spirit 
has convicted of sin, who tremble at the 
judgment ahead, God says: “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” 


Pint Of Whiskey At Gulp 
Kills Football Player 

On the dare of two high school com' 
panions, Frederick Mangas, IS year'old 
Detroit football player, gulped down a 
pint of whiskey without stopping for 
breath, reports International News Serv' 
ice. In a short time he died of acute ah 
coholism. 

Many a person who readily accepts 
this story as true will scorn to believe the 
Bible story of man’s fall. God placed 
Adam and Eve, the first man and 
woman, parents of all living, in a won' 
derful garden and told Adam they could 
eat of the fruit of every tree of the gar' 
den except the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil. “In the day that thou 
eatest thereof,” He warned, “thou shalt 
surely die.” Eve, tempted, deceived by 
the serpent, ate and gave to her husband, 
who also ate. Thus they disobeyed God 
and thereby, says Scripture, “by one man 
sin entered into the world and death by 
sin. 

Few will scoff at the newspaper report 
that a boy taking his first drink of whis' 
key a pint at a gulp died as a result. But 
many will scoff at the inerrant Word of 


God, proven times without number to be 
true, when it declares that eating of a 
forbidden fruit brought death to Adam. 

The young football player drank the 
liquor in disobedience to the law of na' 
ture and died. Adam's taking the for' 
bidden fruit was in disobedience to the 
law of God, Author of Nature’s laws, 
and his act brought death. 

Adam did not that day die physically, 
but there entered into him the seed of 
death, though he lived more than 800 
years longer. And because of that act of 
disobedience death passed upon all men 
— death was planted in the bloodstream 
of the human race. And in another sense 
immediate death occurred — Adam and 
Eve were separated from God; they lost 
the fellowship they had enjoyed with 
Him — they suffered spiritual death. 

Just as the seed of physical death is 
in every child of Adam’s race, so every 
man by nature is dead spiritually. He is 
utterly dead to God. What David said 
applies to all: “Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me.” 

The saying that every man has in him 
the Divine spark is a Satanic lie. Every 
man by nature is dead spiritually, dead 
in trespasses and in sins, has not one 
spark of life in him. That is why the 
Lord Jesus Christ told the astonished 
Nicodemus, “Ye must be born again,” 
Such a birth must be supernatural. 

But how can one who is, as God de- 
dares, dead, receive this spiritual, ever' 
lasting life? 

The Lord Jesus Christ gives the sim' 
pie, unmistakable way in John 5: 24: 

“He that heareth My Word, and be' 
lieveth on Him that sent Me, hath ever' 
lasting life, and shall not come into con' 
demnation, but is passed from death unto 
life.” 

And He says further in the next verse 
that the hour “now is when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of God:
